The'provision is as follows: 
"The Senate ot the United States shall 


be. composed of at least two Se.na.tovs 
from each State, and an .additional Sen- 
ator for every ratio o'f 500,000 persons, 
vho shali-.ire elected by direct vote of tho 
people 'thereof for a term of six years, 
and each Senator shall have one vote. 
A plurality of votes cast for candidates 
for Senators shall elect, -and 'the electors 
shall have the qualifications requisite-for 
electors of the most numerous branch..of 
the Statv; Legislature. Vacancies in the 
rep-esentation of any State in the; Senate 
shall be filled in the same .manner -as such 
vacancies are now filled by- t'he House 
of Representatives."
